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at the Budget to "executive departments and establishments concerned" 
steting that agencies were encouraged to put forward project© which 
in the absence of foreign currencies would be justifiable for 
inclusion in their regular budget. The Chairman read a memorandum 
be had written to Mr. Scott Ada*® of NSF in which he stated that: 

a. CIA did not budget for translation anticipated 
under this program. 

b. Such translation is needed and important but definitely 
of lesser priority than that for which it budgets. 

c. Supplementary lowsr -priority translation ws© in keeping 
with appropriate utilisation of these funds and 

d. MSP was urged to make a reauboission to the Bureau of 
the Budget on these point© requesting approval of PL kQo "k" 
funds for second priority translation, not substitutional for 
dollar funds budgeted by the respective agencies. HKF 
notified the chairmen that they ware making a reaubmission 
along these lines but no further word has been received to 
date. The Consittee concurred in the Chairman's poeition. 

The Library of Congress program la covered by section 
"sa" and covers yrcKnuressmt, translation and abstracting. The 
policy statement at the Director of the Budget was not directed to 
LC probably because it is pari, of the legislative and not executive 
branch of government . LC did not get Ff -59 funds and, therefore, 
moved their submissions for *59 «nd s 60 up to FY-6G and JY«6l. 

Lists of these budget estimates by country were passed to the Committee 
members. 


Th® Library has stated that it will need support in admin- 
istering tits translation function of tbs program either in funds or 
personnel far the various centers they propose to establish. LC 

will liandLLa the pro^nimsent, errange fear tr s a e al aa ioo and deal with 
too embassy officials. They trill need assistance in the fora of 
contracting officer© who can monitor the translation effort a* 
translation is not one of their regular functions. The Chairman 
concluded in stating that, the reason for thia meeting is for the 
purpose of developing a coordinated program for the Intelligence 
caotmmity. 
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I,t. Bathurst asked, If HSF is to cover scientific and 
technical, what categories will LC handle? The Chairman answered 
that they would generally cover nanscientific ©concede, political 
and sociological materials. This of course can include certain 
technical subjects- He added that the submission he has mads for 
CIA, Kavy and ABC was for 50,000 pages in this program. 

Mr. Helen camp said that Mr. Coffin of LC was keeping in 
dose touch with HSF so that there would be no duplicative effort.
